Morgan Station, a prison farm , 
and will be perm itted to remain 
and end his days there, if he so 
desires. 
The sights of the new 
world are beyond the compre­ 
hension of John Taborn and at 
times he shows a preference for 
the cell that for almost half a 
century has been 
his 
home. 
Since Taborn entered the pris­ 
on 32.864 prisoners have serv­ 
ed their time or have died or 
been executed. 
He is 64 years 
old and well preserved physical­ 
ly, but his 
mind has become 
childish.

progressive era to extravagance and 
waste in expenditure, and to the di­ 
minished 
productive 
energy of a 
large share of the population. 
“ In a prosperous 
country where 
wealth is increasing there is a con­ 
stant disposition to indulge in luxur­ 
ies, often by those who can ill-afford 
them. An im portant factor In the 
present high cost of living is the 
rapidly grooving cost of governm ent 
— national, sthte and municipal. 
“There 
is a widespread 
opinion, 
sedulously 
prompted by interested 
parties, th at the present high cost of 
living is in some way due to the tar­ 
iff law of 1909. or prior tariffs. Noth­ 
ing could be more fallacious. 
General Civilization 
“ At the outset, the general fact 
must be recognized that 
the 
high 
cost of living 
is 
plainly manifest 
among all advanced nations and ap­ 
proximately in proportion to th© de­ 
gree of progress each has made along 
industrial and commercial lines. The 
countries in which the phenomenon 
attracts least attention 
are 
those 
which are least advanced in civiliza­ 
tion. 
“ AU expenses relating to housing 
or shelter have been revolutionized 
by changes in the value of real es­ 
tate, to which must be added the 
greatly increased cost for building 
m aterials and the higher cost of la­ 
bor. No one should regret the high­ 
er compensation paid to wage earn ­ 
ers.
